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*NINETIETH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BRITISH 
AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
‘ADDRESS BY THE LORD BISHOP OF SODOR AND MAN. 

Lord Harrowby, my Lords, Ladies and Gentlemen 
-—The resolution which has been placed in my hands 
‘runs as follows: “ That this meeting, humbly thank- 
img God for the extended circulation of his word, 
and for the funds placed at its service, would ask that 
his Holy Spirit may increasingly own and bless each 

copy sent forth to spread the Saviour’s kingdom upon 
earth.” Before I enlarge upon this resolution and 
draw the attention of this grand meeting to the special 
points to which it refers, I should like to make one 
preliminary remark of a general kind which is very 


forcibly borne in upon my own mind by the circum- 


stances of the times in which we live. We live in a 
day in which we hear a great deal about ‘“ Home 
Reunion,” and certainly no one can overestimate the 
danger and the weakness which arise from our present 
unhappy divisions. Whether or no a time of reunion 
will come ere the day which is predicted by our bless- 
ed Lord, when there shall be one flock, one shepherd, 
is a question which I must not discuss this morning; 


but this I would say: do let all those who are really 


looking forward to that day unite in doing all that 
they can, side by side, heart with heart, hand in hand. 
Above all, let them unite in promoting the work of 
this noble society. We differ, my Lord, and differ 
conscientiously, on questions of church government 
and other points to which I would not refer this morn- 
ing; but there is not a hairsbreadth of difference be- 
tween us with regard to the supreme importance of 
circulating the Holy Bible ... I am glad to hear 
those cheers, because I- should like to add that 
neither should there be one hairsbreadth of difference 
between us as regards the supreme importance of 
teaching it to our children in our schools. “These 
words which I command thee this day shall be in thy 
heart, and thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy 
children, and shalt talk of them when thou sittest in 
thy house, and when thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou risest up, and when thou liest down.” Now 
I will come at once to the resolution which has been 
placed in my hands ; and I want the meeting to note 
iat I am invited thereby to request that humble 


thanks should be given to Almighty God for two 
things: in the first place, for the increased circulation 
of the Bible, and, in the second place, for the funds 
which have been intrusted to this society’s care. As 
regards the circulation of the Holy Bible, I regret to 
learn from the abstract of the report which has been 
placed before me this morning that there has been a 
slight falling off in the circulation during the past 
twelve months in comparison with the previous year. 
But I take it that, in drafting this resolution, the 
committee were looking at the general progress of 
the society; and from this point of view I do most 
heartily concur in the proposition that we should 
thank God and take courage. Tides will ebb and 
flow, and, when we have a tide which has ebbed in 
any marked degree, a careful observer will come to 
the conclusion that, after all, it is only the presage of 
an abundant springtide soon to follow. I have at 
home a self-registering barometer, and let me say 
that persons who are about to trust themselves to the 
uncertainties of the Irish Sea very frequently take 
notice of it! But, for my own part, I have learned, after 
many years of observation, not to be much perturbed 
because of a momentary depression. What I look at 
is the general trend and the general indication of the 
line which the instrument draws as it goes along. 
Just apply this thought for one moment to the history 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society. What shall 
we say when we note that ninety years ago 81,000 
copies of the Scriptures were circulated by this society, 
and that last year there were circulated nearly four 
millions ? What shall we say when we learn that ninety 
years ago £691 was expended by this society in this 
noble work, and that Jast year you expended J 222,000 ? 
There is only one thing which I can say, and it is what 
was said by an inspired writer in the olden time: 
“ This is the Lord’s doing, and it is marvellous in our 
eyes.” But I should like just to put before you one 
or two facts with regard to the extended circulation 
of the Scriptures which have greatly impressed them- 
selves upon my own mind. Dr. Pentecost has been 
speaking to you this morning, and speaking to you 
beautifully, about the fountain whence this inspired 
stream flows. I must speak, then, a little about the 
stream, its volume, and its progress; and I ask you

to note that, whereas during the eighteen centuries 
which preceded the formation of this society, as your 
chairman has told you this morning, the Church of 
God at large had only succeeded in translating the 
Holy Book into thirty languages, the book has, since 
that time, been translated into three hundred and 
twenty, chiefly through the_ agency of this society, 
fifty-three of these translations having appeared 
during the decade from 1880 to 1889. Let us look at 
that fact for one moment, and reflect upon it in the 
light of God’s own gracious promise that His word 
shall never go forth in vain. Then I want to impress 
upon you, secondly, a fact with respect to the daily 
work of the British and Foreign Bible Society. I 
want to emphasize those words “daily work,” be- 
cause, though I have alluded to this subject on more 
than one occasion, I find that some of the newspapers 
have said that I was speaking about the yearly work. 
I am speaking about the daily work. All of you have 
heard of, and many of you perhaps have seen, the 
Eiffel Tower in Paris, a thousand feet high. If you 
have not, I recommend you to come to the Isle of 
Man, and you will see from the deck of the steamer 
an imitation of the Eiffel Tower on the coast of 
Lancashire, which is just half its height! But let that 
pass. I only allude to the Eiffel Tower in Paris, a 
thousand feet high, because I want to tell you that 
there issues daily from the offices of this society a pile 
of Bibles, Testaments, and Portions, equal in height 
to the Eiffel Tower in Paris. Thirteen thousand of 
these books issue from that house daily. Let us just 
think of this enormous circulation; and, if the 
question be asked, How is it that, with this pure 
stream of literature flowing out into the world, the 
world is not better than itis? I say that that is not 
the way to put the question. The way to put it 
rather would be this: What would the world be if 
this stream of literature had not been poured into it? 
Then let me lead you for a moment also to look at 
the progress which has been made as regards the 
circulation of the Scriptures during the past twelve 
months. Our noble chairman has referred to it to 
some extent, and therefore I shall only just touch 
upon this point briefly. But we have, in the first 
place, to thank God for the notable increase of the 
circulation of the Holy Scriptures in Mohammedan 
lands. We have, in the next place, to thank Him for 
the notable work which has been done by-the Bible- 
women in different parts of the world. We have, in 
the third place, to thank Him for the work which 
is being done in the Malay Archipelago. Nothing 
has been said about the Malay Archipelago this 
morning, but I have learned from the secretary of 
this society that four superintendent colporteurs have 
been sent out to the Malay Archipelago to carry on 
the work of the society there. But I must say, my 
Lord, that among the features which connect them- 
selves this morning with our thoughts of the work of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society during the past 
twelve months, there is one which demands special 
notice. I refer to the publication of a letter which I 
hold in my hand, an encyclical letter from the Pope 
of Rome which appeared in the month of November 
last. Now, it is no part of my business this morning 
to reconcile what, to ordinary minds, would appear 
the inconsistent utterances of a professedly infallible 
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church; but I believe that I am perfectly correct in 
saying that the study of the Holy Scriptures was in- 
terdicted by the Roman Catholic Church in years 
gone by. I can look back myself to the time when 
the deepest interest was created in this country by 
the imprisonment of the Madiai and other persons 1n 
Italy who read the Holy Bible. Judge, therefore, 
with what astonishment we read these words last 
November from the Pope of Rome: “For a long 
time we have had the idea of reviving and recom- 
mending the noble study of the Holy Writings, and 
of directing it in a fashion more conformable to the 
necessities of the actual epoch. The solicitude of our 
apostolic charge binds us and, in a sense, pushes us, 
not only to wish to open more surely and largely for 
the advantage of Christian people these precious 
stores of Catholic revelation, but still more not to 
tolerate that they should be troubled in any manner.” 
All I can say, my Lord, is this—wonders never cease. 
It seems to me that we are on the eve of beholding 
the edifying spectacle of a Saul among the prophets, 
and I should not be surprised to hear from your Lord- 
ship’s lips when we meet again that even the Bishop 
of Rome has asked to be enrolled among the vice- 
presidents of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
But not only does our resolution invite us to give 
thanks, it invites us to pray also, and to pray that the 
Holy Spirit of God would increasingly own and bless 
each copy sent forth to spread the Saviour’s kingdom 
upon earth. As I note this invitation which is given 
to the meeting by the committee, I think that I might 
almost say what was said by Elijah to Elisha in days 
gone by, ‘‘Thou hast asked a hard thing.” Never- 
theless, there are thoughts of encouragement which I 
will not refrain from giving to you. In the first place, 
let me say I think that underlying this invitation there 
is a spirit full of promise which should be referred to 
by one who presses it upon such an audience as this. 
It is dictated by a spirit which argues from the past 
to the future as regards the dealings of God; a spirit 
which, having regard to the blessings that God has 
poured upon this society in its seed-time, looks for- 
ward to a still more abundant blessing at the season 
of harvest. That is the spirit, I note, which the Bible 
always inculcates. Will you allow me just for a 
moment to illustrate it? Let us go back to Old 
Testament times, and we find the story of Manoah 
and his wife. The wife says to the timid husband, 
who imagines that God is going to slay him, ‘If the 
Lord were pleased to kill us He would not have re- 
ceived a burnt offering and a meat offering at our 
hands, neither would He have shewed us all these 
things, nor would He, as at this time, have told us 
such things as these.” There is such a thing, my 


Lord, as faith, and there is such a thing as reason, — 


and we make a great mistake if we think that the two 
things are opposed one to another. There is such a 
thing as the reasoning of faith, and it is in the reason- 
ing of faith that we find the two most beautifully 
harmonized. The passage which I have just quoted 
from the Book of Judges is an illustration of it, and, if 
you want to have another, look at Psalm cxv. There 
you find the Psalmist looking into the past, and say- 
ing, “The Lord hath been mindful of us,” and now he 
proceeds to look into the future, and he says, “He 
will bless us.” And you find another illustration of 
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ithis reasoning of faith in chapter viii. of the Epistle 
ito the Romans, where St. Paul, looking into the past, 
‘Says, “If God spared not His own Son’’—that is in 
‘the past—“ but delivered Him up for us all, how shall 
He not with Him also freely give us all things ? ’— 
that isin the future. Therefore I say, first of all, I find 
that the spirit which underlies and dictates this 
invitation is one which is full of promise. But some- 
thing more: I think that we have instances of copies 
of the Holy Scriptures being in a very remarkable 
manner blessed. As I sat on this platform yesterday, 
and listened to the abstract of the report of the 
Church Missionary Society, I was immensely struck, 
In view of the resolution which I knew I had to 
propose to-day, with something which was stated in 
the course of that report. There was this sentence: 
“The conversions included several from Moham- 
medan lands, where a well-known man in North India 
owes his conversion to his alighting upon an old 
Urdu Testament given to his father many years ago 
by the late William Smith, of Benares.” There is just 
one other thought of encouragement which I should 
like to give you as I ask you to make this prayer. It 
is this—there lies before the Church of God a bright 
and a glorious future. The day is coming when none 
shall need to teach his neighbor any more, saying, 
“Know the Lord.’ That state of things has not yet 
come. How it will come upon us is not for me to 
say, but I can hardly doubt that human agency will, 
at any rate to some extent, be employed. One thing, 
however, I may say. I do not think that it is likely to 
come in the shape of a copious shower of albs, dalmat- 
icas, tunicles, and other curious medieval vestments, 
in which some people think that they see a revival of 
church life! Far more likely is it to come as we act 
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upon the invitation of this committee to-day, which,- 


after all, is the invitation of the Apostle Paul: 
“Brethren, pray for us, that the word of God may 
have free course and be glorified.”’ 

I must not detain you any longer, but I will just say 
one word in conclusion in illustration of the fact that 
many persons who do not join with us in early life in 
England in promoting the interests of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society come to learn, in distant lands, 
how noble is the work which this society does. 
Some years ago there was in this country a well- 
known clergyman who was selected and consecrated 
and sent out to Africa (I am not referring to Bishop 
Tucker, who is here to-day). This clergyman had 
not been a supporter of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, but as soon as he got out to Africa he found 
how absolutely essential it was that he should do 
something to translate the Holy Scriptures into the 
tongue of the people where he ministered. Well, he 
translated one of the Gospels, and he brought it home, 
and he asked one of our great missionary societies if 
that society was in a position to have it printed. 
They told him at once that they could not. He was 
then urged to go to the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, and he had some little hesitation under the 
circumstances which I have mentioned in so doing; 
but he overcame his scruples and he went, and in a 
very short time, when he saw his copy of the Gospel 
in print, he asked what the charge would be, and he 
was told that it would be nothing, and that this 
society existed for the express purpose of doing the 
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work which it had taken in hand for him. Well, what 
did he do? He wrote to the rector wh» had followed 
him in the parish in the east of England where he 
had been the rector previously, and he asked if he 
might come down and speak to the people. He went, 
and he got into the pulpit, and he said words to this 
effect: ‘““I have come to you to-day to apologize to 
you for a terrible omission which I made while I 
was your clergyman. I never introduced the British 
and Foreign Bible Society to your notice. It is better 
late than never, and I have come to do it to-day.” 
My Lord, every year I live I am more and more 
deeply impressed with the grandeur of this society, 
and, above all, with the grandeur of the book which 
it circulates. The grandeur of this society is that its 
sole aim is to circulate this blessed book, leaving it 
to a large extent to the Holy Spirit of God who in- 
spired it to carry it home to the hearts of the people 
where it is delivered. Of the grandeur of the book I 
need not speak. Everything around us is in a state 
of change and flux. Empires change, and nations 
change, and individuals change as well. Everything 
around us is changing constantly; but the glory of 
the Bible is that it never changes. ‘The word of the 
Lord abideth for ever,” and this is the word which, 
through the agency of this society, is being spread 
from pole to pole. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


JaAPAN.—A destructive fire occurred in Yokohama 
in the early morning of August 2d, in the premises 
which were rented a few months ago by the Bible 
Societies’ Committee for a Bible House. The build- 
ing was owned by a Chinaman, and it is charged that 
he set it on fire deliberately, immediately after the 
declaration of war between Japan and China, as the 
readiest way of closing up his business. The large 
supply of Scriptures in the building was greatly dam- 
aged by fire and water, and, though the loss is covered 
by insurance, considerable time will be needed for 
replenishing the stock. Fortunately the stereotype 
plates from which most of the editions are printed 
were stored in another place, and-~some unbound 
sheets were also in the printers’ hands. The binders 
and printers have been set to work to replace the edi- 
tions which are most in demand. 


VENEZUELA.—Mr. Norwood writes of intense oppo- 
sition in Maracaibo, due entirely to the instigation of 
ecclesiastics who denounce him as an impostor and 
fraud, and the vender of corrupt, adulterated, and 
mutilated books ; but at the date of his last letter the 
tide of popular feeling seemed to have turned, and 
denunciations, abuses, and threats had given way to 
cordial treatment, while the criticisms of the press 
had been directed against his assailants. 


PERSIA. 


“Mr. Whipple writes: 2 
One of our men has recently returned from Resht, 
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after a year’s absence, and makes a most encouraging 
and interesting report. He took eight cases of Scrip- 
tures, and sold almost all of them. He made five 
journeys, visiting the provinces of Ghilan and Mazan- 
deran, bordering upon the Caspian, and going to some 
places never before visited by a colporteur or evan- 
gelist. He met but little opposition, but in one place 
he had to leave on short notice, in the night, because 
of the bitter opposition of the chief priest, but not be- 
fore he had sold quite a number of Persian New 
Testaments. His entire sales were 136 Bibles, 566 
Testaments, and 1,119 Portions, of the value of about 
170 tomans.

JAPAN. 


The introduction of the Holy Scriptures to the 
literature of a nation leads inevitably to the multipli- 
cation of other books, explaining, illustrating, apply- 
ing the truths which the Bible contains. No mental 
stagnation is possible where the-Bible has gained a 
foothold. We have a striking illustration of this in 
Japan, where the laws prohibiting Christianity were 
abrogated in 1873. The Gospel by Mark had been 
printed in 1872, and other portions of the New Testa- 
ment rapidly followed. And now after the lapse of 
twenty-one years, as appears from a compilation 
made by the Rev. A. A. Bennett, there are forty-seven 
religious periodicals published in the vernacular, of 
which six are weeklies and thirty-seven others are pub- 
lished as often as once a month. A list is also given 
of all the books and tracts published in the year 1893, 
theological, biographical, devotional, evangelistic, 
and the like. There are 161 titles, averaging 81 
pages each, and including some books of 700 or 
800, and in one case 1,100, pages. They are mainly 
new books, but some have passed through three, 
four, or five editions. To these are to be added 
the volumes of Scriptures printed in 1893 by the Bible 
Societies’ Committee, or otherwise, which include 
10,500 New Testaments, 11,000 Gospels, and 300 vol- 
umes of the Ainu Epistles. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, June 26, 1894. 

In my recent visit to Southern Japan I found much 
to encourage one in the blessed work of giving to this 
people the word of God. 

The influence of the Bible as a factor in the relig- 
ious life of the people is seen everywhere that Chris- 
tian work is conducted and Christian influence is felt. 
_ The Orphan Asylum at Okayama has attained a 
very wide reputation, and is eminently worthy of the 
extended sympathy and patronage which it has re- 
ceived. It has now connected with it over 300 per- 
sons, and the Bible is the source of inspiration and 
instruction to all. 

There is special reason for this, because when the 
founder of the institution was seeking the light some 
years ago he was induced to go to the Catholics for 
instruction; but when he found that they discarded 
the Bible, he concluded that the people who were 
afraid of the word of God were not the ones he 
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to the Protestants. It is his simple faith in God’s 
word and his constant and careful study of its teach- 
ings that have made his life such a power for good to : 
‘ 
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wanted as his teachers, and so he left them and went 


his people. And one of the most encouraging and 
gratifying features of his whole work is, that he im- 
parts the same spirit to all who are connected with the 
institution. ; 

In Japan, as elsewhere, the Protestants base their 

teachings on the Bible. The Catholics do not. The 
difference in the result of the two methods of work 
is furnished in the history of Mr. Ishii (the founder of 
the asylum) and his former teacher. These are the 
facts : : 

Some two years ago there was a young man living 
near the Orphan Asylum who had been a piofessed 
Christian but had gone astray and given up his faith. 
Mr. Ishii heard of his condition and made it the sub- 

ject of special prayer and effort. Each morning, be- 
fore the ordinary duties of the day began, he went to 

this young man, and with his Bible in hand taught 
him his sin and his error and thus led him into 
light and peace. i 

About one year later this young man went toare-  — 
tired place in a temple grounds and there founda 
man who was in a most wretched condition of poverty ~~ 
and distress, and who had decided to commit suicide. 

Upon inquiry it was found that this man hadjust —~ 
been released from prison, and being without money 
or friends he was in utter despair, and had concluded 
to kill himself rather than steal, beg, or starve. y 

But when he was told that he could find help and 
sympathy from the Christians, and that Mr. Ishii 
would no doubt give him a home and food, he started  ~ 
up in surprise, saying, “I was once a Catholic evangel- ; 
ist and persuaded Mr. Ishii to go to the Catholics to I 
be instructed in regard to Christianity. I shall be 
very glad to see him again.’ He went to the asylum, 3 
was kindly received, his wants were supplied, and he 
has since become one of the warmest admirers of Mr. 
Ishii, and is constantly growing in the knowledge and 
spirit of a true disciple of Christ. 

This man was the first convict to come under Mr. _ 
Ishii’s care. But since then others have been taken ’ 
in and provided for, and now there is a regularly es- 
tablished home for discharged convicts, where they ’ 
are not only taught the means of self-support, but ; 
what is still better they are instructed in the truths of 
that religion which has promise of blessing for both 
this life and the life to come. ~Another inmate of this 
same home was once a Buddhist priest. 

The colporteur who has been at work in Bitchiu is 
a young man named Yamashita. He is a man of ex- 
cellent reputation, and has shown special fitness for 
this work. When asked what was the cause of his 
conversion, he said that he was first convinced of the 
truth of Christianity by what he heard from one of 
the colporteurs. So deeply was he impressed with 
the importance of Bible work that when he became 
a Christian he wished to spend his life in giving to 
others the blessed word of life. 

At Yamaguchi I found the pastor conducting a large 
Bible class in the Sunday school, and in the class were — 
several Buddhist priests who were apparently honest 
and interested hearers of the word.

BIBLE COLPORTAGE AMID HARDSHIPS. 


The difficulties and trials endured by faithful men, 
who, knowing the value of the Sacred Scriptures, de- 
‘sire to share them with other less favored people, are 
illustrated by the following extracts from a recent 
letter of a Bible colporteur in Mexico: 

On the 5th of June, he says, I left Hermosillo on 
horseback for Ortez, a railroad station to which I had 
sent two boxes of books. I reached Torres about 
one o’clock, and after feeding my horse with mount- 
ain grass, which was very dry, and eating myself 
some pinole with water, dry bread and dates, I 
mounted again and rode until ten o’clock, p.m. I 
then tied my horse to a bush, took his saddle for my 
pillow, spread my blankets on the ground, and slept. 
At peep of day I was up and on my way toward Or- 
tez, where I arrived about noon. Here I found feed 
for my horse, and some packers who were going to 
Concentracion, a rich mining camp owned by a Ger- 
man colony. 

The first day out we made only twelve miles, for it 
was very dry and dusty. The packers camped with- 
out water for their animals, which is terrible in this 
hot, dry country, and in the month of June. The 
next day we travelled several leagues before the ani- 
mals could drink; this made two days without water. 
Such travelling in a dry land makes one appreciate 
the blessing of water, and reminds us of Jacob at the 
well where the flocks and herds were gathered. 
Looking to the right or left we saw only a stretch of 
dry sandy waste, with no houses or grass or trees or 
any vegetation except a few shrubs, and scarcely any 
form of animal life, and in the distance on either side 
high rocky mountains. 

- Travelling by pack trains is very slow; there were 
thirty animals in our train, and we met many going in 
the opposite direction, laden with ore from the mines, 
In one town I found a woman with a Bible which she 
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bought of me two years ago, which she said she 
liked. I had the privilege of distributing nine copies 
where no Protestant missionary had ever been. One 
day we camped in a valley where we had expected to 
find a supply of water for both man and beast; but 
the stream was nearly dry. We dipped up some 
muddy water with which to mix our tortillas and boil 
our beans, and were thankful for even that; but the 
poor, tired burros had to be driven back three miles 
before they could have any. The rainy season comes 
in July and August, and may continue eight or ten 
weeks, during which time nearly all travel by horse or 
stage is stopped. 

I had been in Concentracion two and a half years 
before and made good sales; on this trip the sales 
were fairly good, and I found that the people are get- 
ting their eyes opened to the craft of the priests. 
Everywhere among the lower classes the Bible has a 
charm. After disposing of 144 Bibles in five towns, I 
started for home on the 18th of June, and rode about 
216 miles in three days. Missing the main trail, I just 
escaped camping near the place where a man was 
killed by some Yaqui Indians that very night. I was 
thankful to reach home safely, and can say, ‘“ Bless the 
Lord, O my soul.”

LETTER FROM MISS IDA MELLINGER, OF 
THE CENTRAL TURKEY MISSION. 
AINTAB, Turkey, June 23, 1894. 

Oorfa, the ancient city of Edessa, is situated on the 
edge of the great Mesopotamia plain. Haran (Gen. 
xii. 5) is but eight hours east, and can be seen with a 
glass. The walls about the city of Oorfa have been 
in part taken down. The massive old castle, with 
moat, pillars, etc., is picturesque and of interest, as 
are also the hundreds and hundreds of tombs cut 
from the sides of the mountain in the solid rock. 
Many of these were doubtless before the Christian 
era; some contain many rooms and are ornamented 
with pillars carved with flowers, vines, and figures. 
The city is said to have a population of 55,000. Of 
these the greater part are Turks, next in number are 
the Armenians, then Koords, Arabs, Greeks, and Jews, 
and as many different languages are used. Frequent- 
ly, in a meeting of women, I speak in Armenian, and 
my words are translated into Turkish and then Koord- 
ish. There are more than a thousand Protestants. 
An Armenian, educated in Germany, has been pastor 
for more than twenty years. There are but two mis- 
sionaries. Miss Shattuck has charge of the schools, 
and my work is among the homes. Our nearest 
American friends are in Aintab, a distance of four 
days. ee 

Mrs. Robertson, of London, gave me a sum of 
money last year to be used in distributing Bibles 
among those who are too poor to buy for them- 
selves. I give below a partial copy of the report sent 
to her. 

To a feeble old blind man, a Gregorian, who for- 
merly hated Protestants. I entered his yard one day 
by mistake. The women were so cordial in their in- 
vitation that I went into the house. In one corner 
sat the old man, so pale and thin that my heart was 
touched and I gave him a verse. The son could 
read, but had no Bible, and they were too poor to 
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buy one. A book was given him, and the son reads 
it frequently. He eagerly awaits my coming, and 
always has some passage to speak about which has 
been of help to him. He commits many verses and 
Bible stories to memory, and so passes away many 
otherwise very weary hours. 

To a young girl who has an aged father, and whose 
mother keeps the family by her daily work for others. 
The girl reads aloud to them daily. 

To a Moslem priest. His wife came to a Protest- 
ant house where we were reading the story of the 
prodigal son. She manifested much interest and 
insisted on hearing more, and we were invited to her 
home. On going the following day, she said she had 
told her husband about the book and he wanted to 
see it. When he came in we showed him where to 
find the record of Abraham, Moses, etc. (because the 
Turks accept our patriarchs), and also the life of 
Christ. He read a parable and we explained it to 
him. He received a Bible with much expressed grati- 
tude. 

To a poor man who goes to villages to work, and 
is absent from home many months of each year. He 
had carried a Bible with him for many years and had 
read from it to people who had no other means of 
hearing the word, but his Bible had lost its covers 
and was literally worn out. He goes to the region of 
which I heard the following description from a trust- 
worthy source: ‘‘In those villages there are no relig- 
ious services and no schools. The Sabbath is the 
same as any other day. Occasionally a Gregorian 
priest rides out, and going into the principal street, 
calls out, ‘Who wants to take the sacrament?’ The 
‘people leave their work and gather round him; he 
‘gets off his animal, opens a little box, and gives them 
‘the sacrament, then calls out, ‘Want my money now; 
got to go back to the city to-night.’ ” 

To a girl too big to go to school—-according to the 
custom of this city—who has a blind mother and little 
brothers and sisters.to care for. She had a great de- 
‘sire to learn to read, and the Bible woman was sent to 
help her. She kept the book open beside her while 
‘spinning, and now is happy that she can read the 
word herself. 

To a man whom I met on the street and who asked 
‘me for a Bible. I promised to call at his home, but 
before going I learned that they were exceedingly 
poor, and that he was such a sufferer from heart dis- 
ease as to be able to do but little work. I found him 

‘unable to sit up, but so much intent on getting com- 

fort from the Bible that he was reading one which he 
had borrowed from a neighbor. It was delightful to 
‘see the pleasure he showed on receiving a Bible 
which he could call his own. . 

To a destitute Gregorian family. I found them liv- 
ing in an underground room, owned by a Turk, in the 
other part of which he kept his donkeys, cows, and 
sheep. The man had spinal disease, and the sickly 
wife earned a scanty existence by whatever work she 
could get. 

To a Turkish widow and daughter, who teach a few 
Moslem girls to read and sew. They live in the same 
yard with a Protestant family. While calling on the 
Jatter one day, the Moslem woman asked me to look 
at her sick daughter. I suggested a remedy, and 
helped prepare it, and thus won the confidence of 
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both. They asked me to read from my book, and gave 
earnest attention. A Bible was given them with the 
understanding that they would return it if they did not 
read it; but they have gladly kept it. 

To a widow who for a time lived immorally, but 
whose life now gives evidence of her having turned 
from sin. 

To an Arab who comes sometimes to the city from 
his village home, bringing cheese to sell. He came 
into a house where I was holding a meeting, and 
never having seen a person like me he asked in a 
most pleasant way who I was, and then why I came 
to this country. My Bible was shown him, and they 
told him that I came to teach that. He said he could 
read and would like one of the books I had come so 
far to explain. 

In behalf of the Central Turkey Mission, assembled 
in conference at Aintab, I am requested to extend 
thanks for aid received in the distribution of Bibles — 
in this land. Respectfully, I, MELLINGER. F 
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GLEANINGS FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT © 
OF THE PRESBYTERIAN BOARD OF FOR- 
EIGN MISSIONS. 

The operations of the American Bible Society con- 
tinue to be intimately blended with the labors of our 
Presbyterian missionaries in many lands. Notable 
among their services during the past year should be 
mentioned the costly edition of the revised Syriac 
Bible for the Nestorians, and editions of the New 
Testament, in whole or in part, in different African 
dialects. 

Africa (Gaboon).—Mrs. De Heer has been inde- 
fatigable during the year in completing the literary 
work assigned her by the Mission. The Epistles in . 
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Benga were revised and prepared for the press. 
Through the kindness of the Rev. H. Jacot, now in 
the French Mission, the manuscript was carefully 
compared with the original Greek. The volume has 4 
been printed through the liberality of the American 
Bible Society, and a large invoice has already been 
shipped to Africa. 

Of the Girls’ School at Bongahili, where there is a © 
daily attendance of from twenty to sixty, Miss Nassau 
writes : 

No inducements in the way of food or clothing 
were offered these Batanga girls to attend school; 
not even the little primers of Gospels were given. 
They were advised to purchase, so that they could 
be at liberty to take the books home and own 
them. No objection has been raised by any one of — 
them; on the contrary, it was often a matter of dis- 
pute who should buy from the very limited supply of 
books. Until they could buy their books, and after- 
ward, while waiting long and patiently for the supply 
to come from Benito, my pupils used stencilled alpha- 
betical cards, and I was also ‘obliged to stencil the 
first lessons of the primer. The girls soon bought up 
the few primers I could at first obtain from the Ba- 
tanga station. With but few exceptions all the pupils 
entered at the door of the alphabet. When the 
school closed, December 29th, twelve of the pupils 
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were able to read, forty were spelling, and sixty were 
in the alphabet. 

Guatemala.—The Spanish-speaking church was 
greatly edified and refreshed during the year by a 
visit from two Agents of the American Bible Society, 
the Rev. Mr. Penzotti, who had been imprisoned in 
Peru for distributing the Bible, and Mr. Norwood. 
Mention is made of the increasing affection of the 


people for the Bible and the place it holds in their 
family life. 


Canton.—Dr. Henry has finished the translation of 
Jeremiah, Lamentations, Ezekiel, and Job into the 
Cantonese vernacular. These books have been ex- 
amined by Mr. Noyes, whose suggestions were 
largely adopted, and are now ready for publication. 
Dr. Henry has had the pleasure of examining Mr. 
Noyes’s translation of the historical books of the 
Bible. The whole of the Old Testament is now about 
ready for publication. 


ffainan.—One of the six members of the church 
was converted while receiving treatment for cataract 
in the hospital. Though he had been entirely blind, 
he is now able to read with one eye under a strong 
light. Taking the New Testament to his home, he 
spent most of his time in a loft over his brother’s 
shop, lighted by two small panes of glass, where, with 
the sunlight pouring for a part of the day upon his 
Testament, he studied the story of redeeming love. 
The report says that. the most eloquent sermon 
delivered during the examinations was this brother’s 
simple story delivered to bystanders of how God had 
restored his sight and saved his soul. He is now 
selling books in his native tongue, and tells the good 
news to his household and others. 

A press was given to the Hainan Mission a few 
years since by friends in the United States to enable 
the missionaries to print needed books in the 
Hainanese Romanized Colloquial. The British and 
Foreign Bible Society has given us $150, silver, for 
printing the Gospel of John in Hainanese Colloquial. 
The press has printed the last fifty pages of an edition 
of five hundred copies of the Gospel; but the work of 
the year has been somewhat hindered by the difficulty 
of securing corrected proofs from Mr. Jeremiassen, the 
translator, while he was working in the extreme south 
of the island. 


Shanghai.—Dr. J. N. B. Smith has been associated , 


with Archdeacon Thomson in a revision of the New 
Testament in the Shanghai Colloquial, at the request 
of the American Bible Society. 


Allahabad.—Notwithstanding serious illness in his 
family, Dr. S. H. Kellogg has accomplished a good 
deal in the important work of Bible revision. Dr. 


Hooper, of the C. M.S.,a member of the Revision _, 


Committee, who had begun the work about a year in 
advance of Dr. Kellogg, had already translated a con 


siderable part of the Bible when Dr. Kellogg reached ’ 
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the field. According to the plan agreed upon, the 
translation was referred to our missionary for criticism. 
Of this he writes: “This I have done first of all, by my- 
self with my pundit, carefully comparing his translation 
with the Hebrew text, and collating with other ver- 
sions in other languages. After this we have gone over 
these criticisms with our two pundits, spending sev- 
eral hours together two days of each week for this 
purpose.” Dr. Kellogg has also translated about two 
thirds of the Book of Exodus, The work is greatly 
hindered by the declinature of the Rev. Mr. Bate 
to act as the third member of the Committee on Re- 
vision. 

Korea.—In the work of Bible translation, the New 
Testament, translated by the Rev. Mr. Ross, of Mouk- 
don, in North China, has gained current use, and a 
committee representing the different missions and 
under the chairmanship of Dr. Underwood, of the 
Presbyterian Mission, are at work on the Old Testa- 
ment, Mr. Gale, of Gensan, being one of the commit- 
tee. During the year Mr. Gale has made a valuable 
contribution to the literature of Missions in classify- 
ing the terminal forms and modifications of Korean 
words with a view to the construction of a Korean 
grammar for the use of missionaries. 

Persia.—The completion of the revision of the Syr- 
iac Bible, under the Rev. Benjamin Labaree, D.D., 
for thirty years a missionary in Persia, and now re- 
cording secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions, 
assisted by able Nestorian scholars, is one of the 
memorable events of the year. The revision involved 
a vast amcunt of painstaking labor; but Dr. Laba- 
ree and his co-workers have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that their work has been well received. Dr. J. H. 
Shedd says of it: ‘“‘ The new Syriac Bible is a boon of 
inestimable value. It is a great event to a people to 
have such a Bible [Old and New Testament in one 
volume] for the first time.’? The American Bible So- 
ciety is entitled to the thanks of the Syriac-speaking 
world for the admirable style in which the volume 
has been issued. 

Salmas.—Dr. J. N. Wright has completed the work 
of revising and editing the [Azerbijan] Turkish New 
Testament. The excellence of the work done was 
specially commended by the British and Foreign 
Bible Society in a letter of thanks to him. 

Laos.—The Book ofthe Acts and the first half of 
the Gospel of John have been translated by the Rev. 
E. B. McGilvary. Since November, 1892, 460,000 pages 
of the Scriptures and 436,500 pages of religious tracts 
have been printed. What this means to us is easier 
access to the homes of the people, to the temples, to 
the priesthood, to the princes, to all classes. What it 
means to this people one cannot estimate. Three 
thousand copies of the Gospel of Matthew have been 
printed, many of which have been already sold or dis- 
tributed. The Book of the Acts is now in press and 
an edition of 3,000 nearly completed. 
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Beirut. —The total number of pages printed during 


the year was 22,952,546, of which 14,215,850 pages, or 
almost two thirds of the work done, were Scriptures, 


DOMESTIC DEPARTMENT. 


EXTRACTS FROM MONTHLY REPORTS OF DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENTS. 


ARKANSAS.—I have given the month of July largely 
to attendance upon religious bodies, especially Dis- 
trict Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. We have had a very cordial greeting in all of 
these conferences. They are usually popular gather- 
ings of the church, both ministerial and lay. We 
have had a fine opportunity for presenting the work 
of the American Bible Society as to its principles, 
methods, and details of. its operations. It was 
commended in strong resolutions, and the annual 
collection was promised before the annual confer- 
ences. 

The action of the General Conference at Memphis 
will be felt, as I believe, in helping us more effect- 
ually to reach the Methodist people. 

I have also given prominence to our work for the 
Sunday schools. The demand for the Bible in the 
Sunday school is growing stronger all the time. 


GEORGIA AND FLoriIpA—During the month of 
July I attended the sessions of the North Macon, 
Savannah, Eastman, Augusta, Dublin, South Atlanta, 
Griffin, North Atlanta, and Dalton District Confer- 
ences. At all of the ecclesiastical gatherings I re- 
ceived a hearty welcome, and was enabled to interest 
a great many leading men in this large and influen- 
tial denomination in the work of the American Bible 
Society. 

INDIANA.—Five anniversaries were held in July, as 
follows: La Grange, Jennings, Jackson, and Barthol- 
omiew County Societies, and the Jeffersonville and 
Vicinity Society. At all of these, except the La 
Grange anniversary, I had the pleasure of delivering 
addresses: at that the Rev. Ross Garring, pastor of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church of La Grange, by 
request, delivered a most excellent sermon, Full 
houses attended all these meetings. 


Kansas.—The month of July in Kansas has been 
one of intense heat. I have gone right.on with my 
work and have not been interrupted by the railroad 
strike, although I have travelled more than 1,500 
miles during the month and held five Sabbath Bible 
ineetings. 

Sabbath, August 8th, was spent at Beloit, holding 
the anniversary of Mitchell County Auxiliary. I spoke 
in the Methodist Church in the morning and addressed 
the Young People’s Meeting in the afternoon. The 
Union Bible Meeting was in the Presbyterian Church 
at night. The congregation was large and the in- 
terest was great. 

Sabbath, July 22d, I held the anniversary of the Dick- 
inson County Auxiliary at Abilene. I spoke to the 
children in the afternoon, both at the United Brethren 
and the Methodist Episcopal Churches, and in the 
morning at the Evangelical Church. I addressed a 
large audience at night in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and so closed the labors of the day. 
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MICHIGAN AND Wisconsin.—Some of the anniver- 
saries that have been held in July will justify special 
mention. 

The second Sunday I spent at Sheboygan Falls, 
preaching in the morning in the Methodist Church, 
and addressing a union meeting in the evening at the 
Baptist Church. The large atter\dance indicated the 
interest of the people in the work of the American 
Bible Society. 


The third Sunday was spent at Calumet, in the _ 


copper regions of the Upper Peninsula. In the morn- 
ing I addressed a meeting at Lake Linden, and in the 
evening a union meeting was held in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Calumet, which was crowded, 
and addresses were given by the pastors and your 
Superintendent. 


MINNESOTA AND NORTH AND SOUTH DAKOTA.— 
The Sundays in July were spent at Centre City, Du- 
luth, Claremont, Harmony, and Canton, in Minnesota, 
and Yankton in South Dakota. 

Anniversaries of Chisago, St. Louis, and Yankton 
County Bible Societies were attended during the 
month. 

A busy day was spent at Claremont, Minn., and 
vicinity, on Sunday the 15th, conducting four services 
and preaching four times to attentive audiences. 

I was received very kindly on the 22d by the United 
Lutheran Church of Harmony, Minn., and secured a 
liberal contribution for the work. Pleasant services 
were held at Henrytown and Canton on the same 
day. 


MissourtI.—I have visited 5 auxiliaries and 2 Bible 
committees during July, attended 4 annual meetings, 
addressed 12 ecclesiastical bodies and churches, 
formed 2 new Bible committees, delivered I9 ser- 
mons and addresses, written 96 official letters, dis- 


tributed 1,610 official documents, and travelled 2,876 - 3 


miles, requiring an absence from home of 27 days. 

I would say in regard to the general work of the 
month that I have had the cordial co-operation of the 
pastors and people of the Methodist, Baptist, Presby- 


terian, Christian, Protestant Episcopalian, Lutheran, 


United Brethren, and Congregational Churches, in the 
annual meetings of auxiliaries in- Mississippi, Carroll, 
Holt, and Lincoln Counties. 


NEw JERSEY, DELAWARE, AND STATEN ISLAND.— 
One of the most interesting days of last month was 
July 8th, spent with the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in Medford, N. J. The morning was given to the 
regular service, your Superintendent preaching the 
sermon. In the evening there was a large gathering 
of young people, and addresses were delivered by 
Rev. D. C. Cobb, pastor of the church, and myself. 


The following Sabbath I preached in the morning } 


in the Congregational Church at Bound Brook, and 
in the evening at the Presbyterian Church, Dunellen. 
Both services were well attended, and both pastors 


and people manifested a deep interest in our cause.

PORTIONS OF THE SEVENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


The same convictions which impelled our fore- 
fathers to organize this society in 1815 should ani- 
mate our hearts to-day in carrying on its work, and 
these convictions intensified. They had supreme 
faith in the Bible as the word of God. The ordeals 
through which that book has triumphantly passed 
since their day should give us a stronger faith. They 
were patriots—the founder of our society most emi- 
nent for his valuable services to our country. It was 
an act of patriotism which led them to seek the 
dissemination of the Holy Scriptures, recognizing 
that true liberty could only be grounded upon the 
principles of this sacred book. We cannot better 
serve our country now than by placing the Bible in 
every home in the land. They were servants of God, 
and recognized the gospel as the power of God unto 
salvation and committed to their trust. They were 
seeking to fulfill that trust. We are debtors no less 
than they, owing this word of God to all who are 
within our reach. Our obligation extends to the 
remotest bounds of the earth. But our first. obliga- 
tion is to Our own country, our own towns and com- 
munities. The record of the past year will show how 
far we have discharged that debt. 
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These months have been months of disquietude in 
business affairs. Anxiety and uncertainty have pre- 
vailed. Structures seemingly resting on secure foun- 
dations have been shaken to their overthrow. They 
have been troublous times. It would not be strange if 
a lessened income for our society should be reported. 
But are not these just the times when the Bible should 
be most widely and faithfully circulated? This book 
of God gives a sure basis for implicit confidence, 
points out the relief for anxiety, the refuge from care, 
the unfailing source of help, the resting-place. Here 
is provided the firm foundation on which men may 
build for eternity. Here are offered the enduring 
riches. 

Our county enjoys the distinction of furnishing the 
water supply to the metropolis, a privilege which in 
some sections is attended with not a little inconven- 
ience and disturbance. Every precaution is taken to 
keep that water pure for the health of the great city. 
This society enjoys the privilege of sending abroad 
the streams of the water of life, in all its preciousness, 
in all its purity. There should be no lack of inspira- 
tion, no languor of zeal, no lessening of effort in sucha 
work as this. Consider carefully the results of the past 
year, as they are summed up in this report, and then 
judge of the degree to which we fulfill our mission. 

A pastor in one of the northern towns of our county 
reports an incident which bears witness to the value 
of our work. Summoned to the bedside of a dying 
woman, a Bible was placed in his hands from which 
to read. On the fly-leaf he saw written the name of 
a child and-the words, “presented by the Westches- 
ter County Bible Society.” The book had been given 
to a child while in the Temporary Home at White 
Plains, and by her brought to this home. Here it 
had been read by this woman, and had been the 
means of bringing her to know and to accept the 
Saviour. One such case is ample reward. Many 
such, no doubt, are recorded in the Book of Life. 

Your secretary is glad to bear witness to a marked 
improvement on the part of town managers in send- 
ing in their reports. Fifteen of the towns, either in 
whole or in part, reported to him by October 8th, as 
requested, and he thanks them most cordially for 
their promptness. At the same time he would not 
unduly censure the others, for the difficulty of secur- 
ing complete returns in season for such a report 1s: 
known to all. 

Several of the towns have been thoroughly can- 
vassed, and the results are seen in increased contri- 
butions. New Castle is a notable instance, reporting 
an amount nearly double that of last year, and six- 
fold that of 1891. What an addition to our treasury 
would come from a similar canvass in our larger 
towns and villages! The women, who have been 
elected as managers, are worthy of special mention 
again, for they have infused new enthusiasm into the 
work in several localities, and in one or two towns are 
to be credited with all the work done. Similar zeal 
and labor throughout our county would increase our 
income tenfold. 

A sum not to exceed $1,000 has been appropriated 
for a canvass under the direction of this committee 
the coming year. It is hoped that managers of towns 
desiring such a canvass will confer at once with the 
committee.

THE LONG-LOST BIBLE. 
[From “ The Evangelist.’’] 

Last June in these columns I gave an account of 
the recovery of my pulpit Bible from the ashes of our 
ruined church, after it had passed through the flames 
and laid in the rubbish and under the snow and spring 
rains for three months. I told how its cover was 
charred and the edges of its leaves were crisped by 
the flames and its pages were all dripping with water, 
till they would tear of their own weight when lifted 
singly, and yet not a word or letter was gone, or even 
obscured, in the whole blessed volume! Then I told 
how little I could do to save it from its still precarious 
condition after finding it; how I could only open it 
to the air and tothe sunlight and let it save itself. 
This seemed to me to be an illustration of how the 
Bible must be its own best defense, by being given 
openly, freely to all the world. 

This month there has come to me another experi- 
ence with this strange volume which we call Te Book, 
the Bible. Iam not at all superstitious concerning 
the Bible. Ihave not the slightest feeling that the 
paper and ink that go to make up any particular copy 
of the word of God has a charmed or sacred exist- 
ence. I remember once when I put the large Family 
Bible for one of the children to sit on at the table, the 
more reverent (?) housewife would not have it so, but 
quickly hunted up the godless dictionary as a substi- 
tute. While I can find in my mind no such feeling as 
this toward the Bible, yet I have observed such facts 
as make me believe that God has a special providence 
over His word, and that it has within itself a marvel- 
lous power of self-preservation and self-explanation 
which makes it perfectly safe to leave the Bible to 
cere for itself in the hands of the common people and 
of scholars alike. 
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On the 20th of November, 1881, while on my way 
home from church at Springfield, Mo., I lost from the 
carriage seat beside me my Bagster Bible, which I 
had carried during all the years of my ministry up to 
that time. } 

Although I retraced my steps immediately, and 
afterward extensively ‘advertised for the book, I 
never found the slightest trace of it, and of course 
long ago gave up all thought of seeing it again. But ~ 
on the 14th of this month I received the following note, 
which had been sent to my old home in Missouri, and 
from there was forwarded by due course of the mail 
to my address in this city: 


“ Chicago, Ill., April 9, 1894. 
“Mr. D. P. Putnam: I have in my possession a 
Bible which was found by Wessley Burrel, near Ron- 
do, Mo. He gave it to me, and I intended to keep it, 
but since being converted to Christ I have often thought 
of trying to find you, for I would like to have the — 
pleasure of returning that which must have been valued ~ 
by you. Please send me your address and I will ex- — 
press it to you. Most respectfully, 
‘‘ GRACE JEFFERSON, 3018 La Salle St.” 


In reply to this I wrote at once, expressing my — 
gratification that the writer had been converted and 
that I had the prospect of receiving my old Bible once ~ 
more. I also requested a history of the book during ~ 
its absence. A few days later the postman handed — 
me my long-lost Bible here at my own door, and also ~ 
a second letter from the same writer, telling me that 
my Bible had been picked up on the road out of 
Springfield, and presented to the writer in whose pos- — 
session it had been nearly all the time since,and who ~ 
had been living in Kansas City and then in Chicago. 
The writer further expresses herself thus : 

“T found it to be a great comfort to me in my _ 
troubles. I was converted nearly nine years ago, and ~ 
started on my homeward journey with great deter-— 
mination, but lingered by the wayside gathering — 
flowers whose perfume almost put me to sleep. But — 
hearing the voices of such men as Varley, Dowe, — 
Moody, McNeal, Woolley, and a host of other men 
and women who were here from all parts of the 
world, I was awakened to a sense of my unworthiness 
and a deep desire to do something for Christ, to 
launch out in the fullness of the religion of the Lord — 
Jesus Christ. Rev. Putnam, will you pray that the 
Holy Ghost will give me the courage of my convic- 
tions, that I may yet do some good for my Master 
while in this house of clay? I believe God has a defi- 
nite purpose in restoring to you your Bible. It is 
through His power that you have it returned to you \ 
after so many years; all praise be to Him who ‘ works 
in a mysterious way His wonders to perform.’ Please — 
take your text from your long-lost Bible next Sunday. 
I am delighted to return it to you.” 

In a postscript she adds this request : “ Pray that 
my l.usband and brother, who are out of Christ and— 
work, will soon find both.” 

“Out of Christ and out of work,” and in Chicago at | 
such a time as this, God pity them! I said as I read 
these words, ~ ; 4 

As requested, the next Sunday I took my text from — 
my old Bible and told its story. My text was Isaiah. 


‘September, 1894. 


‘My mouth: it shall not return unto me void ; but it 
‘Shall accomplish that which I please, and it shall pros- 
per in the thing whereto I sent it.” As I opened my 
recovered Bible to this passage, I found lying against 
this chapter a beautiful little red geranium bloom and 
leaf pressed between the leaves, dry as tinder, which 
I am just as certain as can be, in my own mind, came 
from our old Springfield garden, and has been 
between these pages all these years. I recognize it 
as the face of an old friend. It is just like the little 
flower-sprigs my wife has always been in the habit of 
putting into my books ever since we began to be 
lovers, years ago. But this promise and others like it 
are sweeter, brighter tokens of God’s loving favor 
than any gift of earthly friend can be. 

While I was rejoicing in the recovery of my Bible 
the other day, I was shown, in one of the homes of 
our church, an old Family Bible which, some forty or 
fifty years ago, was caught up by a cyclone and car- 
ried miles away from the old home in Ohio, which 
was destroyed, but the Bible itself was afterward re- 
covered. Is it any wonder that the old mother of 
that home, when she recovered her Bible from the 
wings of the wind, affectionately pressed out its 
water-soaked pages and passed it to her children’s 
children as a precious inheritance ? 

The same day in another home I saw a little hand 
Bible whose pages had manifestly been water-soaked 
and its cover was loosened. On the fly-leaf was a 
name and a date in April, 1891. This Bible had been 
picked up on the beach of the ocean near San Fran- 
cisco, after severe storms had prevailed and a number 
of wrecks had come ashore in 1892. 

As I read the name on the fly-leaf and examined 
the Bible, I wondered if the name was that of a sailor 
lad and if he had gone to the bottom of the sea with 
his ship. If so, was this Bible really lost to him? Not 
so if he had learned truly to know that “ hope which 
we have as an anchor of the soul, both sure and 
steadfast, and which entereth into that within the 
veil.” 

But in a higher sense than any of these the Bible 


has a power-of self-assertion and self-preservation. |

A SINGLE VERSE. 


Nearly twenty years ago there was a lady residing 
in London, and she was trying to live in the spirit of 
Christ, who went about doing good. She was most 
anxious to help the suffering, and to take as much 
brightness as possible into homes and hospitals where 
people were confined to their beds. One afternoon, 
armed with some beautiful roses, she made her way 
to a hospital she was in the habit of visiting every 
week. Knowing that there is as much heart-suffering in 
the world as bodily pain, she always took some texts 
with her, as well as her flowers, in order that some 
of the precious truths contained in the Scriptures 
might be dropped into the hearts of those she spoke 
to. The day to which I am referring, this lady put 
into her basket what she had never thought of doing 
before, and that was a Hrench text. You willsee how 
she was guided by God’s Spirit to do this. As she 
approached one of the beds, the nurse said, “It is of 
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no use giving that man a text; he cannot speak a 
word of English.” But the lady, taking up a bunch of 
roses and the French text, thinking he might under- 
stand that, presented both to the stranger. He was 
a Spaniard, but he could speak French, and thanked 
her for the flowers ; but when she asked him if he 
would read a Bible, supposing she sent him one, he 
firmly declined. He said he knew it was not a good 
book, and his priest had forbidden his reading it. 
On leaving, however, she said, “I will send you a 
copy.’’ The man replied he was leaving the hospital 
the next morning, and it was of no use for her to troub- 
le herself about it. It was not a very easy matter to 
procure a Spanish Bible in a hurry, and the lady went 
from shop to shop asking for one. At length she 
thought she should have to give up her search, for it 
was getting late and she had to return home.- Still, 
the feeling was so strong that God was guiding her 
that she returned to the first bookseller’s shop at 
which she had inquired for a Spanish Bible or Testa- 
ment, and again she pressed the man to look and see 
if he could not find one. Hesearched more carefully 
and brought out an old volume, which my friend 
eagerly bought and sent off immediately to the hos- 
pital. 

Six months passed away, when one day the Span- 
iard was again seen in the hospital; and when my 
friend approached him he gave her a warm welcome, 
and said he had read her book, and found in it “ Za 
vérité.” “What is the truth?’’ asked the visitor. 
“Oh,” replied the Spaniard, “it is all in one verse: 
‘There is one God, and one Mediator between God 
and men, the Man Christ Jesus’’’—the very text given 
in French with the flowers at their first meeting. 
How little, even then, did either the one or the other 
see what a great harvest of blessing was to be reaped 
from that one passage of Scripture, which brought 
their two hearts together ! 

Listen attentively, children, and hear what follows. 
The young Spaniard studied his Bible diligently, and 
after some months he expressed an intense desire to 
devote his life to working for the Lord among his 
own people: so he entered a missionary college to 
prepare himself for the ministry. His father was dead, 
and he had been placed in charge of an uncle, who 
had robbed him of his property; but when the uncle 
heard that he was about to enter a Protestant college, 
he wrote, offering to make amends for all past injus- 
tice if Francisco would return to the Church of Rome. 
But the youth firmly resisted all his uncle’s appeals, 
“ choosing rather,” as Moses did, “to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to enjoy the pleasures 
ofsin for a season.” Itwasa grand choice. There are 
many who will suffer affliction with patient resigna- 
tion, but how many are prepared to choose the diffi- 
cult path when an easy and pleasant one offers itself 
to them ?— Gleanings for the Young.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, September 6th, 
1894, Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President, 
in the chair. 

The devotional services were conducted by Sec- 
retary McLean. 

Among the letters from foreign lands which were 
presented to the Board of Managers were communi- 
cations from several correspondents in Japan, an- 
nouncing a destructive fire in Yokohama on the 2d of 
August, in which the stock of Scriptures in the hands 
of the Bible Societies’ Committee was destroyed. 


The plates, which were stored elsewhere, are unin- - 
jured, and the insurance was ample to cover the loss ~ 


of stock, but some time must elapse before new edi- 
tions can be made ready for the market. There were 
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letters also from the Eastern Turkey Mission and the 
Central Turkey Mission of the American Board; 
from representatives of the Swiss Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church; from the Rev. Dr. 
Hiram Bingham, of Honolulu; Mr. H. J. Manecke, 
of St. Thomas, and from the Society’s Agents in 
different lands. 

Upon recommendation of the Committee on Dis- 
tribution grants of books were made to the value of 
about $4,301, including consignments to the Brazil, 
Mexico, and La Plata Agencies, and $2,000 for col- 
portage in the United States. 

The issues from the Bible House in August were 
81,959 volumes; issues since April Ist, 402,229 vol- 
umes.
